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HISTORICAL  SKETCH. 


Acadia  College  was  founded  by  the  Nova  Scotia 
Baptist  Educational  Society  in  1838.  In  the  follow- 
ing year  application  was  made  to  the  Nova  Scotia 
House  of  Assembly  for  a  Charter  of  Incorporation 
with  the  title:  "The  Trustees,  Governors,  and  Fel- 
lows of  the  Queen's  College."  An  Act  creating  such 
a  corporation  with  the  powers  of  University,  was 
passed  in  1840.  At  the  next  meeting  of  the  Legis- 
lature this  Act  was  amended  by  changing  the  name 
to  Acadia  College. 

In  1851  the  power  of  appointing  the  Governors 
was  transferred  from  the  Educational  Society  to  the 
Baptist  Convention  of  the  Maritime  Provinces.  The 
developments  of  succeeding  years  made  it  necessary 
that  various  amendments  to  the  Original  Charter 
should  be  obtained.  In  order  to  avoid  confusion  and 
bring  the  Act  of  Incorporation  into  more  complete 
harmony  with  existing  conditions,  a  general  revision 
and  consolidation  of  the  different  Acts  relating  to  the 
College  was  proposed  by  the  Board  of  Governors. 
The  report  of  the  Committee  of  the  Board  having 
been  adopted  by  the  Governors,  was  referred  to  the 
Convention.  That  body  at  its  meeting  in  Yarmouth 
in  August,  1890,  after  suggesting  some  modifications, 
approved  the  report  and  instructed  the  Governors 
to  apply  to  the  Legislature  of  Nova  Scotia  for  the 
necessary  legislation.  Accordingly  a  bill  embodying 
the  proposed  alterations  was  passed  by  the  two 
Houses  at  the  session  of  1891,  and  received  the 
signature  of  the  Lieutenant-Governor  on  the  19th 
of  May  in  the  same  year. 
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AIM. 


On  the  intellectual  side  it  is  the  aim  of  the  Uni- 
versity to  furnish  a  broad,  liberal  culture,  including 
the  development  of  mental  power,  the  cultivation 
of  pure  and  elevated  tastes,  and  the  acquisition  of 
systematized  knowledge  in  the  chief  departments  of 
learning.  The  culture  furnished  is  designed  to 
prepare  students  for  the  specialized  courses  of  the 
graduate  Universities  and  Professional  Schools,  or 
to  equip  them  in  a  thorough  way  for  active  non- 
professional life. 

The  University  aims  not  only  at  intellectual 
training,  but  also  at  the  development  of  right  char- 
acter. It  seeks  to  surround  the  student  with  posi- 
tive Christian  influences  and'  to  keep  before  him  dis- 
tinctively Christian  ideals. 


LOCATION. 


Wolfville  is  a  beautiful  town  in  the  heart  of  the 
country  made  famous  by  Longfellow's  "Evangeline." 
It  is  situated  on  the  upward  slope  of  the  southern 
shore  of  the  Basin  of  Minas.  The  University  build- 
ings command  a  fine  view  of  the  Cornwallis  Valley, 
the  Basin  of  Minas,  the  Meadows  of  Grand  Pre,  the 
North  Mountain  terminating  in  Cape  Blomidon, 
and  the  distant  shores  of  Cumberland  County.  It 
may  be  said  indeed  that  the  surroundings  of  the 
University  are  of  unsurpassed  beauty   and  breadth. 
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BUILDINGS. 


College  Hall. 

This  building  contains  lecture-rooms,  library,  ^ 
museum,  chapel,  assembly  hall  and  executive  offices. 
Externally  it  is  a  building  of  excellent  proportions; 
internally,  it  is  commodious  and  comfortable  in  a 
high  degree.  The  museum  and  library  contain  large 
and  valuable  collections  ;  the  Assembly  Hall  is  a 
large  attractive  room  ;  and  all  the  lecture  rooms  have 
chairs  of  modern  design  with  writing  desks  attached. 

Carnegie  Science  Hall. 

Through  the  generosity  of  Mr.  Andrew  Carnegie, 
a  science  hall  has  been  erected  and  fully  equipped. 
This  contains  class-rooms  and  laboratories  for  the 
departments  of  Physics,  Chemistry,  Geology,  and 
Biology.  The  laboratories  are  among  the  largest 
and  best  equipped  in  Eastern  Canada,  and  the  in- 
stallation of  a  modern  gas  plant  has  provided  a 
feature  which  completes  the  facilities  for  most 
thorough  work.  Provision  has  also  been  made  for 
the  geological  museum  in  this  building. 

Rhodes  Hall. 

Mrs.  N.  A.  Rhodes  of  Amherst  has  generously 
given  this  building  to  the  University  in  memory  of 
her  late  lamented  husband.  Nelson  A.  Rhodes.  It  is 
a  handsome  brick  structure  of  two  stories,  and  well- 
appointed  in  every  way.  The  machinery  is  driven 
by  a  motor.     It  contains  four   departments: — 

1.  Woodworking  department,  furnished  with 
work-benches,  vices,  carpenter's  tools,  turning  lathes, 
jig,  scroll  and  circular  saws,  dowel  machine,  etc. 

2.  Iron-working    department,    furnished    with 
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forges,  anvils,  vices,  and  tools  for  work    in    forging, 
welding,  filing,  etc. 

3.  Foundry  department,  with  apparatus  for 
moulding  and  casting. 

4.  Drawing  department,  provided  with  all 
necessary  facilities, 

A  spacious  class-room  is  also  provided. 
Chipman  Hall— The  University  Residence. 

This  is  a  thoroughly  comfortable  boarding  house 
under  the  direction  of  the  University  authorities, 
capable  of  accommodating  about  sixty  male  students. 
It  is  furnished  with  a  hot  water  heating  system,  with 
electric  lighting  throughout,  and  with  all  modern 
conveniences.  The  rest  of  the  male  students  find 
homes  in  approved  boarding-houses  in  the  town. 

College  Women's  Residence. 

Provision  is  made  for  about  twenty  young 
women  of  the  College  in  this  building.  They  are 
under  the  care  of  a  matron,  and  every  effort  has  been 
made  to  provide  for  the  health,  comfort,  and  devel- 
opment of  those  residing  there.  When  selecting  the 
inmates  from  am-ong  the  applicants  preference  is 
given  to  those  of  the  lower  classes,  and  especially 
to  the  young  ladies  of  the  Freshman  Class. 

The  Gymnasium. 

This  is  a  spacious  and  well-appointed  building 
under  the  control  of  a  duly  appointed  instructor  of 
gymnastics. 

1912  Observatory. 

As  a  parting  gift,  the  class  of  1912  presented 
to  the  University  an  Observatory.     The  building  is 
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a  neat  brick  structure  of  two  stories.  The  main  part 
is  16  feet  square  and  in  addition  there  is  a  circular 
tower  15  ft.  in  diameter  and  two  stories  high  on  the 
north-west  side.  Meteorological  instruments  have 
been  installed  on  the  first  floor  and  astronomical 
maps  and  instruments  on  the  second  floor.  The 
dome  which  moves  on  a  circular  track  and  a  concrete 
pier  gives  every  facility  for  mounting  and  using  our 
telescope. 


LIBRARY. 


The  College  Library  contains  a  valuable  collec- 
tion of  books  especially  suited  to  the  use  of  students. 
Additions  are  made  to  it  each  year  through  the 
DeWolf  Library  Fund,  and  through  appropriations 
by  the  Board  of  Governors. 

With  the  additions  made  this  year  by  gifts  and 
purchases  we  now  have  about  20,000  volumes  besides 
pamphlets.  These  are  completely  catalogued  ac- 
cording to  the  Dewey  System.  We  are  indebted  to 
the  following  for  gifts  as  stated:

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MUSEUMS. 


The  Geological  Museum. — In  the  construction 
of  the  Carnegie  Science  Building,  accommodation 
was  provided  for  the  Mineralogical  and  Geological 
specimens  contained  in  the. College  museum,  and 
these  have  been  removed  to  the  new  building  and  are 
now  displayed  in  a  large  and  well-lighted  room  in  the 
basement.  This  collection  of  minerals,  rocks  and 
fossils  has  been  built  up  by  the  occasional  donation 
of  material  from  graduates  and  friends  of  the  Uni- 
versity in  various  parts  of  the  world,  and  from  the 
Geological  Survey  Department  of  Canada,  and  to 
some  extent  by  purchase. 

These  various  collections,  though  somewhat 
fragmentary,  furnish  material  for  illustration  in  the 
courses  in  Chemistry  and  Geology. 

The  Biological  Museum  is  deposited  in  the 
main  College  building  and  contains  much  valuable 
material  for  class  work  as  well  as  many  interesting" 
specimens  which  have  been  gathered  and  contribu- 
ted from  various  parts  of  the  world.  Additions  are 
being  continually  received  and  are  much  appreciated. 
The  following  donation  has  been  made  during  the 
past  year: — 

Marine  Biological  specimens  from  Coast  of 
Maine— Prof.  W.  A.  Coit. 

In  addition  to  the  Geological  and  Biological 
Museums  already  described,  a  valuable  collection  of 
Ethnological  and  Historical  material  is  also  deposited 
in  the  main  College  building. 
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SOCIETIES. 


Acadia  Athenaeum. 

The  object  of  this  Society  is  the  improvement 
of  the  students  in  debate  and  public  speaking.  The 
laws  and  regulations  of  the  Society  are  subject  to  the 
approval  of  the  Faculty.  Besides  its  weekly  meetings, 
arrangements  are  made  for  a  course  of  public  lectures 
during  each  College  year.  The  Society  has  under  its 
control  a  Reading  Room  furnished  with  a  selection  of 
newspapers,  provincial  and  foreign,  and  other  period- 
icals. 

Acadia  Amateur  Atliletic  Association. 

A  large  and  convenient  campus  gives  abundant 
opportunities  for  athletic  games  in  the  spring  and 
autumn.  There  is  also  on  the  University  grounds  a 
large  and  well-equipped  Gymnasium.  From  the 
first  of  November  to  the  first  of  May  the  students 
have  regular  gymnastic  drill  under  the  director  of 
the  Gymnasium.  In  May  of  each  year  a  public  field 
day  is  held. 

Tlie  Propylaeum. 

This  Society  is  composed  of  the  young  ladies  of 
the  College.  The  meetings  are  held  on  Friday  after- 
noon. The  exercises  consist  of  studies  and  discus- 
sions on  assigned  topics.  Occasional  public  enter- 
tainments of  a  social  and  literary  character  are  given 
by  the  Society. 

College  Young   Men's  Christian   Association. 

A  branch  of  this  Society  has  been  formed  and  is 
in  a  flourishing  condition.  At  present  there  are  about 
100    members.     Addresses    are  delivered    monthly 
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before  this  Society  by  clergymen  invited  for  the 
purpose.  The  Executive  Committee  of  this  Asso- 
ciation publishes,  in  the  summer  vacation  of  each 
year,  a  College  Hand  Book  containing  a  large 
amount  of  useful  information. 

College  Young  Women's  Christian  Association. 

A  Society  bearing  this  name  has  been  formed. 
In  addition  to  regular  meetings  a  prayer  service  is 
held  every  Sunday  morning  during  tha  College  year. 

Acadia  Missionary  Society. 

This  Society  holds  public  monthly  meetings. 
Its  aim  is  to  cultivate  interest  in  Missionary  work, 
and  especially  to  gain  information  respecting  Christ- 
ian Missions  in  foreign  lands. 

Theological  Cluh. 

The  Theological  students  of  the  University  meet 
to  discuss  subjects  of  interest  and  to  listen  to  ad- 
dresses by  outside  speakers. 

Science  Club. 

In  addition  to  regular  meetings  at  which  various 
Science  subjects  are  discussed  a  course  of  lectures  is 
arranged  by  the  Club  for  the  benefit  of  the  general 
student  body  and  the  public. 

Prayer  Meetings  and  Sunday  Services. 

Prayer  Meetings,  conducted  by  the  students, 
are  regularly  held  on  Sunday  morning  and  on  Wed- 
nesday evening  throughout  the  College  year.  These 
religious  meetings  have  been  maintained  ever  since 
the  founding  of  the  College. 

All  students  are  required  to  be  present  at  morn- 
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ing  prayers  and  also  to  attend  public  worship  regu- 
larly on  Sunday.  Parents  and  guardians  are  request- 
ed to  give  instruction  respecting  the  place  of  worship 
which  they  wish  the  students  under  their  care  to 
attend.  Religious  services  are  held  every  Sunday  in 
the  town  in  connection  with  the  various  denomina- 
tions.

WORK. 


1.  Students  are  graded  according  to  the  value  assigned 
to  their  work  in  daily  exercises  and  in  examinations  at  the  close 
of  the  term.  The  term  standing  is  determined  by  the  average 
of  the  daily  and  the  examination  marks  according  to  the  follow- 
ing scale  : 

Failed 0  to  45  per  cent. 

Passed 45  to  65  per  cent. 

Second  Class 65  to  80  per  cent. 

First  Class 80  to  100  per  cent. 

2.  The  examinations  are  conducted,  as  a  rule,  by  written 
papers,  but  oral  examinations  may  be  introduced  at  the  discre- 
tion of  the  Faculty.  In  addition  to  the  regular  examinations 
the  Faculty  may  require  further  examinations  of  any  class  or 
members  of  a  class  upon  any  subject  included  in  the  course  of 
study. 

3.  If  a  student  fails  to  make  45  per  cent,  in  the  daily 
work  of  the  first  term  in  any  course  not  completed  at  the  mid- 
year, he  may,  on  the  recommendation  of  the  instructor,  at  the 
discretion  of  a  committee  consisting  of  the  Deans,  be  excluded 
from  that  course  for  the  remainder  of  the  year.  If  at  the  close 
of  the  second  term  the  daily  record  for  the  year  of  any  student 
does  not  average  45  per  cent., the  student  is  regarded  as  not 
qualified  for  the  final  examination  and  the  entire  year's  work 
must  be  taken  again  in  order  to  make  standing  in  the  subject. 
If  the  subject  taken  is  completed  the  first  term,  the  student 
must  make  45  per  cent,  in  the  daily  work  in  order  to  be  elij^ible 
for  examination.  Absences  from  class  exercises  lower  the  stu- 
dent's standing. 

4 .  Failure  to  make  45  per  cent,  in  the  examination  in  any 
subject  necessitates  taking  another  examination. 

5.  A  notice  of  the  student's  intention  to  take  regular 
examinations  in  the  subjects  in  which  he  has  failed  must  be 
filed  at  the  office  not  later  than  January  11th  for  the  Mid- Year 
Examinations,  and  April  20th  for  the  Final  Examinations. 

6.  To  ensure  recognition  in  the  Calendar  as  a  regular 
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student,  entrance  conditions  and  conditions  arising  from  failure 
to  make  standing  in  the  regular  work  of  the  College  course  must 
be  removed  before  Anniversary  day  of  the  year  following  that 
in  which  such  condition  was  incurred. 

7 .  Special  examinations  may  be  granted  by  the  Faculty 
in  individual  cases  not  covered  by  the  foregoing  rules  and  ref- 
lations. 

8.  The  year  is  divided  into  two  terms,  and  examinations 
are  held  at  the  end  of  each  term.  No  student  who  has  failed 
in  more  than  three  term  examinations  of  the  preceding  year  or 
years,  will  be  promoted  to  a  higher  class.  Where  there  has 
been  failure  in  more  than  three  examinations,  the  year  must  be 
repeated,  and  all  subjects  must  be  taken  again  except  those  in 
which  the  student  made  first  class  standing. 

9.  A  student  must  make  at  least  second  class  standing  in 
one  half  of  his  studies  each  year;  otherwise  he  will  be  required 
to  repeat  the  year,  and  all  subjects  in  which  he  has  not  made 
first  class  standing  must  be  taken  again. 

10.  General  students  will  be  required  to  take  at  least 
three  studies.except  in  cases  specially  permitted  by  the  Faculty. 
Such  students  must  make  at  least  second  class  standing  in  two 
of  these  subjects  before  being  allowed  to  pass  to  other  classes. 
No  student  who  has  entered  for  the  regular  course  will  be  al- 
lowed to  become  a  general  student  except  by  a  special  vote  of 
the  Faculty. 

11.  No  student  may  represent  the  University  on  an  ath- 
letic team  who  is  conditioned  in  more  than  two  subjects.  This 
does  not  apply  to  entrance  conditions  during  the  Freshman 
year. 


PUBLIC  EXERCISES. 


1.  In  connection  with  the  opening  of  the  College  in  Octo- 
ber some  member  of  the  Faculty  delivers  a  public  address,  styl- 
ed the  Opening  Lecture. 

2.  On  the  last  Wednesday  in  May  the  Anniversary  of  the 
College  is  commemorated,  at  which  time  the  ceremonies  con- 
nected with  the  graduation  of  students  and  the  conferring  of 
degrees  are  observed. 
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RESIDENCE. 


1.  Board  and  rooms  for  about  60  students  are  provided 
in  Chipman  Hall,  the  College  Residence.  The  Hall  has  been 
renewed  recently  and  its  conveniences  greatly  improved.  It 
is  heated  throughout  with  hot  water,  and  lighted  throughout 
with  electricity.  All  modern  conveniences  have  been  added 
and  the  building  furnishes  a  thoroughly  attractive  and  com- 
fortable home. 

2.  The  cost  of  board,  heat  and  light  varies  somewhat, 
according  to  the  location  and  size  of  room.  The  average  cost 
is  $3.90  per  week.  Students  are  required  to  have  their  wash- 
ing done  outside. 

3.  Students  boarding  in  Chipman  Hall  must  furnish  bed- 
ding and  all  necessary  furnishing  and  conveniences  except  bed- 
stead and  mattress,  washstand,  mirror,  chairs,  table,  and  book- 
shelf. 

4.  Students  are  admitted  to  the  Hall  by  special  permis- 
sion of  the  Faculty,  and  subject  to  such  regulations  as  the 
Faculty  may  prescribe. 

5.  In  general  the  same  rules  and  regulations  apply  to 
the  young  women  boarding  in  the  College  Women's  Residence. 
Other  young  women  are  only  permitted  to  board  at  places  ap- 
proved by  the  Faculty,  and  never  at  residences  where  male 
students  are  boarding. 


COSTUME. 


All  students  must  appear  in  class  in  college  gowns,  and 
when  the  gown  is  worn  upon  the  street  it  must  be  accompanied 
by  a  college  cap. 

The  gown  should  be  of  worsted  stuff,  reaching  to  the  shoes, 
and  with  full  sleeves.  The  regulation  college  cap  should  be  of 
the  same  material,  and  the  tassel  should  be  for  the  students  in 
Arts,  black;  in  Science,  yellow;  and  in  Theology,  red. 
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RESIDENT  GRADUATES. 


1.  Graduates  of  the  University  wlio  desire  to  continue  in 
residence  are  allowed  to  take  work  in  such  departments  as  they 
may  select,  and  to  enjoy  the  general  privileges  of  the  Univer- 
sity, subject  to  the  rules  for  undergraduates. 

2.  The  fees  for  tuition  and  the  use  of  the  library  are  the 
same  as  in  the  case  of  special  students. 

3.  Undergraduates'work  taken  up  by  resident  graduates 
may  be  accepted  as  an  equivalent  for  part  of  the  work  required 
for  the  degree  of  M.A. 


REGULATIONS  FOR  THE  DEGREE  OF  M.  A. 


I.  Bachelors  of  Arts  and  Bachelors  of  Science  in  order  to 
be  admitted  to  a  course  of  study  for  the  second  degree  must 
make  formal  application  to  the  Faculty,  and  upon  being  ad- 
mitted as  students  in  such  course  will  be  required  to  pay  one 
half  the  prescribed  fee,  the  balance  to  be  paid  before  the  degree 
is  conferred. 

II.  Candidates  who  have  made  an  average  of  first  class 
on  the  work  of  the  last  three  years  of  the  B.A.,  or  B.Sc.  Course, 
may  be  admitted  to  an  M.A.  Course  at  any  time  subsequent  to 
graduation. 

III.  Candidates  who  have  made  an  average  standing  of 

second  class  only  on  the  work  of  the  last  three  years  of  the  B.A. 
or  B.Sc.  Course  may  be  admitted  to  an  M.  A.  Course  after  the 
e.xpiration  of  one  year  from  the  date  of  graduation. 

IV.         Candidates  who  have  made  a  lower  average  than 
.second  class  on  the  work  of  the  last  three  years  of  the  B.A.  or 
B.Sc.  Course  may  be  admitted  to  an  M.A.  Course  after  the  ex- 
piration of  three  years  from  the  date  of  graduation. 

V.  The  M.A.  degree  will  be  given  only  after  the  candi- 
date has  satisfactorily  passed  examinations  on  a  course  of 
study  which  will  be  deemed  sufficient  for  a  full  year's  work. 

VI.  In  addition  to  examinations  upon  the  work  of  the 
course,  there  will  be  required  a  Thesis  on  some  assigned  subject 
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and  a  Critique  or  review  of  some  author  included  in  the  course 
selected. 

VII.  The  Thesis  and  Critique  must  be  submitted  to  the 
Faculty  not  later  than  the  first  of  April,  and  the  examinations 
must  be  completed  not  later  than  the  first  of  May  of  the  year  in 
which  the  degree  is  to  be  conferred. 

A  full  course  is  required  for  this  degree,  but  the 
candidate  is  at  liberty  to  select  any  two  closely  relat- 
ed half  courses. 

Courses  will  be  outlined  upon  application  to  the 
Professors  of  the  departments. 

Arrangements  for  the  examinations  are  made  by 
the  Professor  under  whose  direction  the  work  is 
taken. 
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FEES  AND  CURRENT  EXPENSES. 

A  fee  of  one  dollar  is  charged  for  matriculation 
and  an  annual  fee  of  one  dollar  is  charged  for  regis- 
tration. The  fee  for  an  honor  certificate  is  three 
dollars :  for  a  certificate  in  the  Department  of  Ap- 
plied Science,  three  dollars  ;  for  the  degree  of  B.  A. 
or  B.  Sc.  five  dollars  ;  for  the  degree  of  M.  A.,  ten 
dollars.  The  fees  for  certificates  and  degrees  must 
be  paid  before  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Senate. 
For  each  special  examination  a  fee  of  two  dollars  will 
be  charged. 

The  following  are  the  college  charges  : — 
Tuition  charges  in  the  Department  of  Arts  and  Sciences 
will  be  at  the  rate  of  $2.00  per  unit.     At  present  no  charge  will 
be  made  for  courses  in  Bible.

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Rules  of  the  Board  of  Governors. 

All  students  are  required  to  arrange  with  the 
Bursar  for  the  payment  of  the  tuition  and  fees  before 
being  admitted  to  classes. 

Students  applying  for  rooms  in  the  College  Resi- 
dence must  make  a  deposit  of  five  dollars  at  the 
time.  This  will  be  credited  on  future  bills,  or  re- 
funded if  the  Bursar  is  notified  before  August  1st 
of  the  surrender  of  the  room. 

Students  boarding  in  the  College  residences 
must  make  a  deposit  of  twenty  dollars  at  the  opening 
of  the  College  in  October,  and  of  forty  dollars  at  the 
re-opening  of  college  in  January.  The  balance  of 
these  board  bills  must  be  paid  before  December  5th 
and  May  5th  of  each  term  respectively. 

No  student  shall  be  graduated  until  he  is  clear 
on  the  books  of  the  Bursar. 
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AIDS. 

Scholarships  in  the  Endowment  Fund. 

The  Governors  hold  ten  scholarships,  which  can 
be  assigned  to  needy  and  deserving  students,  sub- 
ject to  the  following  regulation  : 

"The  scholarships  owned  by  the  University  shall  not  be 
granted  for  a  longer  period  than  one  year,  and  only  on  a  writ- 
ten application  to  the  Scholarship  Committee,  through  the 
President,  before  the  first  of  October  in  each  year." 

A  certificate  from  a  scholarship-holder,  accom- 
panied by  satisfactory  evidence  that  such  scholarship 
holder  is  legally  qualified  to  grant  the  use  of  the  schol- 
arship may  be  presented  to  the  President,  to  be  for- 
warded to  the  Committee  on  Scholarships  ;  and  if  such 
certificate  be  satisfactory,  the  student  presenting  the 
same  will  be  credited  with  the  proper  sum  on  account 
of  the  scholarship.  All  certificates  from  scholarship 
holders  granting  to  students  the  privileges  of  scholar- 
ships must  be  in  the  hands  of  the  President  of  the 
University  before  the  1st  of  October  of  each  year. 

The  DeWoIfe  Scholarships. 

The  sum  of  $180  is  annually  divided  at  the 
discretion  of  the  Faculty.  The  nomination  to  these 
scholarships,  which  by  the  terms  of  the  bequest  can 
be  granted  only  to  male  students,  will  be  determined 
by  the  Faculty,  according  to  the  class-standing, 
needs  and  conduct  of  the  applicants.  Applications 
should  be  in  the  hands  of  the  President  on  or  before 
December  1st  of  each  year.  Those  receiving  aid 
from  the  Payzant  Fund  will  not  be  granted  these 
scholarships. 
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The  Ralph  Manning  Scholarship. 

This  scholarship  is  awarded  subject  to  condi- 
tions determined  by  the  donor,  Rev.  J.  W.  Manning, 

D.  D. 

J.  C.  Jordan  Scholarships. 

For  a  number  of  years  the  late  J.  C.  Jordan, 
Esq.,  of  River  Glade,  N.  B.,  made  an  annual  con- 
tribution of  $150,  to  provide  six  scholarships  of  $25 
each,  for  the  benefit  of  needy  and  deserving  young 
women  taking  the  college  course.  Since  Mr.  Jordan's 
death,  Mrs.  Jordan  has  kindly  continued  this  gift. 
The  recipients  are  named  by  the  Faculty  and  en- 
dorsed by  Mrs.  Jordan.  Applications  should  be 
filed  at  the  College  Office  not  later  than  August  16th. 
(Mrs.  Jordan  contributes  annually  a  like  amount  for 
the  benefit  of  students  at  the  Seminary.) 

Payzant  Aid  for  Ministerial  Students. 

(See  Statement  on  page  84.) 
Regulations  Respecting  Aids. 

In  the  distribution  of  the  financial  aids  at  the 
disposal  of  the  University,  the  Board  has  adopted 
the  principle  that  needy  and  deserving  students, 
resident  in  Chipman  Hall,  shall  be  granted  priority 
of  claim. 

Any  student  who  shall  marry  during  his  acade- 
mic or  collegiate  course  will  thereby  disqualify  him- 
self for  the  remainder  of  his  course  in  respect  to  any 
of  the  financial  aids  at  the  disposal  of  the  University. 

The  holders  of  scholarships  must  consider 
themselves  under  obfigation  to  render  service  in 
return  for  the  use  of  these  scholarships,  should  such 
service  be  required.  The  service  may  consist  of 
assistance  given  in  the  Library,  Laboratories,  or 
College  Office  or  of  such  other  assistance  as  the 
Faculty  may  deem  advisable. 
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MEMORIAL  GIFTS. 


Willie  Bradford  Kempton  Memorial. 

The  sum  of  four  hundred  dollars  was  given  to 
the  Acadia  Forward  Movement  (1897-1901)  by  Rev. 
Samuel  Bradford  Kempton,  D.D.,  and  his  wife  Eliza 
A.  Kempton  as  a  gift  in  memory  of  their  son,  Willie 
Bradford  Kempton,  who  died  in  1893,  aged  8  years. 

John  R.  Calhoun  Memorial. 

The  sum  of  four  hundred  dollars  was  given  to 
the  Acadia  Forward  Movement  (1897-1901)  by  Mrs. 
Sarah  G.  L.  Calhoun  of  St.  John,  N.  B.,  as  a  gift  in 
memory  of  her  husband,  John  R.  Calhoun,  who  died 
in  October,  1898. 


PRIZES. 


1.  Rhodes  Scholarship. — A  Rhodes  Scholarship  is  of  the 
annual  value  of  300  pounds  sterling  and  is  tenable  at  the  Uni- 
versity of  Oxford  for  three  years.  It  is  stated  that  this  amount 
is  sufficient,  with  prudent  expenditure,  to  cover  all  necessary 
expenses  during  the  University  terms  and  also  during  vaca- 
tions. The  trustees  of  the  will  of  the  late  Cecil  Rhodes  express 
the  desire  that,  "in  the  election  of  a  student  to  a  Scholarship, 
regard  shall  be  had  to  (1)  his  literary  and  scholastic  attain- 
ments, (2)  his  fondness  for  and  success  in  manly  outdoor  sports, 
such  as  cricket,  football,  and  the  like,  (3)  his  qualities  of  man- 
hood, truth,  courage,  devotion  to  study,  sympathy  for  and  pro- 
tection of  the  weak,  kindliness,  unselfishness  and  fellowship, 
and  (4)  his  exhibition  during  school  days  of  moral  force  of  char- 
acter and  of  instincts  to  lead  and  to  take  an  interest  in  his 
schoolmates."  The  scholar  must  be  a  British  subject;  he  must 
be  not  less  than  nineteen  years  of  age  nor  over  twenty-five; 
and  he  must  have  reached  at  least  the  end  of  the  Sophomore 
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year  in  the  University  electing  him.       The  following  scholars 
have  been  elected  by  Acadia:

The  next  selection  will  be  made  in  1914. 

2.  Medal. — Presented  by  His  Excellency  the  Governor 
General.  Awarded  to  the  member  of  the  Graduating  Class 
who  has  made  the  highest  average  upon  the  regular  work  of  the 
Sophomore,  Junior  and  Senior  years  combined. 

3.  The  Ralph  M.  Hunt  Oratorical  Prize. — In  1907,  the 
Executors  of  the  late  Rev.  Ralph  M.  Hunt  paid  over  to  the 
College  authorities  the  sum  of  five  hundred  dollars,  the  income 
of  which  is  annually  given  as  a  cash  prize  for  Oratory.  The 
contest  takes  place  on  the  last  Friday  evening  preceding  the 
Christmas  vacation  of  each  year;  and  the  names  of  contestants 
must  be  presented  at  the  College  office  at  least  two  weeks  be- 
fore that  date.

4.  The  Class  of  1892  Scholarship.— The  class  of  1892  has 
contributed  the  sum  of  $500  for  the  establishment  of  a  per- 
manent scholarship.  The  income  from  this  will  be  given  an- 
nually to  the  student  who  makes  the  highest  average  in  his 
Junior  year. 

5.  The  1905  Scholarship.— The  Class  of  1905  has  con- 
tributed the  sum  of  $1000.00  for  the  foundation  of  a  perman- 
ent scholarship,  the  income  of  which  ($50.00)  is  to  be  given 
just  before  Christmas  to  the  Sophomore  who  has  made  the 
highest  average  in  his  Freshman  Year. 

6.  The  Class  of  1907  Essay  Prize.— The  class  of  1907  has 
arranged  for  the  establishment  of  a  permanent  English  Essay 
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prize  of  $20,  by  the  gift  of  $400.  The  competition  is  open  to 
all  members  of  the  College.  The  essays,  of  not  more  than  two 
thousand  words,  must  be  typewritten  and  deposited  at  the  Col- 
lege office  not  later  than  the  second  Saturday  of  May.  Each 
one  must  be  signed  by  a  fictitious  name,  and  accompanied  by  a 
sealed  envelope  containing  this  and  the  true  name  of  the  writer. 

7.  The  Class  of  1908  Prize. — The  class  of  1908  has  arrang- 
ed for  the  establishment  of  a  permanent  prize  of  $40  annually, 
which  will  be  given  to  the  member  of  the  Junior  class  who  has 
made  the  highest  average  during  the  Sophomore  year.  The 
prize  is  to  be  presented  to  the  student  at  the  close  of  the  Junior 
year. 

8.  Sir  Frederick  Borden  Prize. — A  prize  of  $25  is  offered 
by  Sir  Frederick  Borden  to  the  student  who  shall  write  the  best 
essay  on  some  subject  related  to  the  development  of  Canada 
from  the  political,  social,  or  material  point  of  view.  The  es- 
says, unlimited  in  length,  must  be  typewritten  and  deposited 
at  the  College  office  not  later  than  the  second  Saturday  of  April. 
Each  one  must  be  signed  by  a  fictitious  name, and  accompanied 
by  a  sealed  envelope  containing  this  and  the  true  name  of  the 
writer.  The  subjects  upon  which  the  essays  may  be  written 
in  1912-13  are  as  follows  :

9.  The  A.  M.  Wilson  Prize. — A  prize  of  $25  is  offered  by 
Mr.  Allan  M.  Wilson,  Manchester,  N.H.  (class  of  1893)  to 
the  student  in  the  Department  of  Applied  Science,  who  shall 
complete  the  course  in  two  years  and  make  the  highest  average 
in  his  work. 

10.  The  A.  L.  Wood  Prize. — A  prize  of  $20  is  offered  by 
Mr.  Wood,  of  Halifax,  to  the  student  in  the  department  of 
Applied  Science  who  shall  make  the  highest  average  in  his 
course  of  more  than  two  years. 

11.  The  Rhodes  Prize. — A  prize  of  $10  in  gold  to  the 
Freshman  making  the  highest  average  in  Mathematics. 
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12.  The  Obed  P.  Goucher  Prize.— A  prize  of  $15  is  oflFered 
ty  Mr.  Goucher  (class  of  1892)  to  the  member  of  the  Fresh- 
man or  Sophomore  Class  who  shall  be  adjudged  the  winner  of 
a  contest  in  declamation. 

13.  The  L.  G.  Spencer  Prize. — A  prize  of  $20.00  is  offered 
by  Mr.  L.  G.  Spencer,  of  Glace  Bay,  to  the  ministerial  student, 
who,  having  occupied  a  field  during  the  preceding  summer  va- 
cation, makes  the  highest  standing  in  the  Freshman  or  Soph- 
omore year. 

14.  The  W.  M.  Manning  Prize.— A  prize  of  $15  is  oflFered 
by  Mr.  Manning  (class  of  1901)  to  the  person  who  wins  second 
place  in  the  Ralph  M.  Hunt  Oratorical  Contest. 

15.  The  Harvey  T.  Reid  Prize.— A  prize  of  $20  is  offered 
by  Mr.  Reid  (class  of  1912)  to  the  Freshman  who  makes  the 
most  marked  improvement  in  English  in  the    Freshman  year. 
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AFFILIATION  WITH  OTHER  UNIVERSITIES. 


1.  Under  the  Statutes  of  the  University  of 
Oxford  respecting  Indian  and  Colonial  Universities, 
Acadia  University  has  been  admitted  to  affiliation, 
with  all  the  rights  and  privileges  pertaining  thereto. 

2.  By  an  arrangement  with  the  Dalhousie 
Law  School,  Halifax,  students  taking  the  Law  courses 
as  electives  in  the  Junior  and  Senior  years,  and  per- 
forming the  work  in  a  manner,  as  to  amount  and 
character,  satisfactory  to  the  Law  School  author- 
ities, are  permitted,  after  graduation,  to  enter  the 
second  year  of  the  Law  School,  and  thereby  shorten 
the  law  course  by  one  year. 

3.  By  an  arrangement  with  the  Department  of 
Medicine  of  McGill  University,  students  taking 
certain  courses  for  the  Arts  degree  and  performing 
the  work  in  a  satisfactory  manner,  are  permitted, 
after  graduation,  to  enter  the  second  year  of  the 
Medical  Department,  and  thereby  shorten  the  medi- 
cal course  one  year. 

4.  Relations  of  affiliation  have  been  established 
with  McGill  University  whereby  students  who  have 
satisfactorily  completed  the  course  in  Engineering 
in  this  University  are  admitted  to  the  third  year  of 
the  Faculty  of  Applied  Science  at  McGill  without 
examination. 

The  following  is  the  official  statement  from  the 
Registrar  of  McGill  University  : — 

"At  a  meeting  of  the  Corporation  of  McGill  University 
held  on  the  26th  April,  1904,  it  was  agreed,  on  recommenda- 
tion of  the  Faculty  of  Applied  Science,  to  admit  qualified  stud- 
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ents  from  Acadia  University,  who  shall  have  completed  the 
courses  outlined  in  the  letter  presented  by  the  Faculty  of 
Acadia,  into  the  third  year  of  the  Faculty  of  Applied  Science." 

5.  By  the  terms  of  affiliation  with  the  Nova 
Scotia  Technical  College,  students  who  have  satis- 
factorily completed  the  partial  course  in  Engineering 
in  this  University  are  admitted  to  the  third  year  of 
the  Technical  College  without  examination. 


DEPARTMENTS. 


The  instruction  given  at  Acadia  is  grouped  into 
four  Departments.  They  are  the  Department  of 
Arts  and  Sciences,  the  Department  of  Theology,  the 
Department  of  Applied  Science,  and  the  Department 
of  Music.  In  the  first  of  these  are  two  courses  lead- 
ing respectively  to  the  Degrees  of  Bachelor  of  Arts 
and  Bachelor  of  Science;  the  course  in  the  second 
leads  to  the  Degree  of  Bachelor  of  Theology;  in  the 
third  the  course  is  arranged  to  give  the  first  two  years 
in  Engineering,  for  which  a  certificate  of  work  done 
is  given  to  the  student  on  the  completion  of  the 
course;  the  fourth  course  leads  to  the  degree  of  Bach- 
elor of  Music.  A  description  of  the  instruction  and 
arrangement  of  these  four  Departments  is  given  in 
the  following  pages. 
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Department  of  Arts  and  Sciences. 

GENERAL  STATEMENT. 


The  Degree  of  Bachelor  of  Arts  was  first  con- 
ferred by  Acadia  University  in  1843,  and  that  of 
Bachelor  of  Science  in  1906.  The  courses  leading  to 
these  degrees  are  both  arranged  for  the  developnemt 
of  the  mind  by  giving  a  liberal  education,  the  Arts 
Course  conservatively  laying  emphasis  upon  the 
classics,  and  the  Science  Course  embracing  the  more 
modern  studies  in  both  languages  and  sciences.  The 
electives  in  Arts  include  such  as  will  advance  the 
student  in  the  study  of  Theology,  Medicine,  and 
Law,  while  those  in  Science  include  many  of  the  ex- 
tra subjects  in  Engineering. 

To  fulfil  the  requirements  of  a  degree  in  either 
of  these  two  courses,  each  student  must  complete 
the  class  work  and  successfully  pass  the  examina- 
tions on  sixty-eight  units  of  work  in  the  four  years. 
A  unit  is  equal  to  one  hour  a  week  class  work  for  one 
year.  No  regular  student  shall  be  allowed  to  take 
less  than  fifteen  or  more  than  nineteen  units  a  week 
in  any  one  year  without  the  special  permission  of  the 
Faculty. 


SPECIAL  COURSES. 


The  studies  of  this  Department  are  arranged 
with  reference  to  the  wants  of  students  who  intend 
to  take  one  of  the  regular  courses.  Provision,  how- 
ever, is  made  for  those  wishing  to  study  for  a  limited 
time  in   either  course,   who  after  examination  are 
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found  prepared  to  work  with  the  regular  classes. 
The  studies  selected  by  special  students  must,  in 
respect  to  number  and  character,  be  approved  by 
the  Faculty.  Special  students,  on  leaving  the  Uni- 
versity, shall  be  entitled  to  certificates  of  proficiency 
according  to  their  attainments. 


HONOR  COURSES. 


In  addition  to  the  regular  class  instruction. 
Honor  Courses  have  been  arranged  for  the  advan- 
tage of  students  who  may  be  able  to  do  more  than 
the  ordinary  work  of  their  classes.  These  are  open 
at  the  beginning  of  the  Junior  year  to  those  under- 
graduates who  have  made  during  the  first  two  years 
a  general  average  of  not  less  than  eighty  per  cent, 
of  the  available  marks.  The  course  selected  must  be 
continuous  as  to  the  subject  during  the  Junior  and 
Senior  years.  On  the  successful  completion  of  the 
Honor  Course  the  student  will  be  graduated  with 
honors  in  the  department  chosen,  provided  he  has 
made  an  average  of  not  less  than  eighty  per  cent. 
on  the  regular  studies  of  the  last  two  years. 

Any  student  failing  to  complete  the  work  re- 
quired for  graduation  with  honors,  shall  be  entitled 
to  receive  from  the  Professor  of  the  Department  a 
certificate  for  the  part  of  the  course  successfully  ac- 
complished, provided  he  shall  have  continued  the 
study  during  at  least  one  year. 
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MATRICULATION  REQUIREMENTS. 


The  regular  examinations  for  admission  to  the 
Freshman  Class  will  take  place  on  Monday  and  Tues- 
day, Sept.  30  and  Oct.  1,  1912,  beginning  at  9  a.  m. 

B.  A.  Course. 

Candidates  for  admission  to  this  course,  unless 
admitted  by  certificate  or  diploma  are  required  to 
pass  a  satisfactory  examination  in  the  following  sub- 
jects : — 

I.  Latin. — The  work  done  during  Freshman  year  pre- 
supposes a  thorough  knowledge  of  inflectional  forms  and  of  the 
common  rules  of  syntax,  as  well  as  the  reading  of  one  book  of 
Caesar's  Gallic  War  and  the  first  book  of  Virgil's  Aeneid.  The 
examination  set  will  be  upon  these  topics.  It  is  highly  desir- 
able that  the  candidate  know  the  Roman  pronunciation. 

II.  (a)  Greek. — White's  First  Greek  Book;  Xenophon, 
Anabasis,  Book  I.  or  Book  IV.;  Grammar  (Goodwin's  is  prefer- 
red); or — 

(b)  French. — Grammar  as  in  Otto's  French  Gram- 
mar. A  thorough  knowledge  of  the  conjugations  is  specially 
insisted  on.  Translation,  La  Belle  Nivernaise  fDaudet)  or  an 
equivalent;  or — 

(c)  Germaw.^Otto's  Grammar,  Part  I.  Bucheim's 
German  Reader,  Part  I.,  or  Campe's  Robinson  der  Jungere. 

III.  Mathematics.- — Arithmetic  as  in  Hamblin  Smith,  or 
the  equivalent.  Algebra  as  in  Hall  and  Knight's  Elementary 
Algebra,  omitting  Chapters  XLI.,  or  the  equivalent.  Geome- 
try as  in  Hall  and  Stevens'  Euclid,  Books  I-IV,  including  the 
easier  exercises,  the  principal  definitions  and  Algebraic  proofs 
of  Book  v.,  and  the  first  nineteen  propositions  of  Book  VI.,  or 
the  equivalent. 

IV.  English. —  (a)  Composition.  The  applicant  will  be 
required  to  write  in  the  presence  of  the  examiner  brief  essays 
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on  themes  assigned  at  the  time.  These  essays  will  test  his 
familiarity  with  spelling,  punctuation,  paragraphing  and  the 
fundamental  principles  of  English  grammar  and  composition. 

(b)  Study  of  Books. — The  examination  will  presuppose 
a  thorough  study  of  the  following  works,  or  their  equivalent, 
and  will  test  the  applicant's  knowledge  of  their  subject  matter 
and  structure,  as  well  as  his  ability  to  write  clearly  and  accur- 
ately. Until  1915  the  examination  will  be  based  on  Shakes- 
peare's Macbeth;  either  Milton's  Comus,  L'AUegro,  and  II 
Penseroso,  or  Tennyson's  Gareth  and  Lynette,  Lancelot  and 
Elaine,  and  The  Passing  of  Arthur;  either  Macaulay's  Life  of 
Johnson,  or  Carlyle's  Essay  on  Burns;  Burke's  Speech  on  Con- 
ciliation with  America. 

V.  History  and  Geography. — Canadian  and  British  His- 
tory; Myer's  History  of  Greece;  Myer's  History  of  Rome;  Geo- 
graphy of  Greece,  Italy  and  Asia  Minor;  Modern  Geography. 

B.  Sc.  Course. 

Candidates  for  admission  to  this  course  are 
required  to  pass  a  satisfactory  examination  in  the 
same  subjects  as  those  prescribed  for  matriculation 
into  the  B.  A.  Course,  with  the  exception  that  they 
may  offer  any  two  of  the  three  following  languages : — 
Latin,  French,  German. 


ENTRANCE  BY  CERTIFICATE  OR  DIPLOMA. 


Graduates  of  Acadia  Collegiate  Academy,  and 
of  approved  High  Schools,  upon  presentation  of  cer- 
tificates that  they  have  completed  the  studies  pre- 
scribed for  matriculation  and  passed  satisfactory 
examinations  thereon,  may  be  admitted  to  the  Fresh- 
man Class  without  examination. 

An  average  of  at  least  60  in  at  least  three  sub- 
jects of  Matriculation  in  Grade  XI  in  Nova  Scotia 
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or  Class  I  in  New  Brunswick,  and  a  mark  of  not  less 
than  45  in  any  one  of  these  shall  qualify  for  matri- 
culation in  these  subjects.  To  pass  the  matricula- 
tion in  English  the  mark  must  be  at  least  60. 

The  holder  of  a  New  Brunswick  teacher's  license 
of  the  Superior  School  Class,  or  of  a  Nova  Scotia  A 
Certificate  will  be  given  credit  on  the  work  of  the 
Freshman  year  for  equivalents  covered  by  said  lic- 
ense or  certificate. 

The  holder  of  a  Nova  Scotia  Grade  A  license,  or 
of  a  New  Brunswick  license  of  the  Grammar  School 
Class,  may  be  excused  from  all  work  of  the  Fresh- 
man and  Sophomore  years,  which  is  covered  by  the 
license  presented. 

The  holder  of  an  ordinary  Diploma  from  Prince 
of  Wales  College  may  be  admitted  to  the  Freshman 
Year  without  examination. 

The  holder  of  a  First  Class  Diploma  from  Prince 
of  Wales  College  may  be  admitted  to  the  Sophomore 
Year. 

Students  desiring  to  enter  upon  the  full  course, 
or  to  take  up  special  studies  should  report  them- 
selves to  the  College  Office  for  registration  on  the  day 
before  the  opening  of  the  College.  A  fee  of  two 
dollars  is  charged  for  registration  and  matriculation. 

An  applicant  for  admission  must  be  mature 
enough  to  enter  with  advantage  upon  the  prescribed 
courses,  and  must  be  of  good  moral  character.

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Department  of  Theology 

General  Statement. 


In  the  year  1896  there  was  left  to  Acadia  College 
by  the  late  Mr.  Godfrey  P.  Payzant,  of  Windsor,  N. 
S.,  a  bequest  of  $100,000  for  the  support  of  theo- 
logical work,  the  income  from  the  sum  to  be  applied 
"one-half  thereof  to  the  support  of  theological  chairs, 
and  the  other  half  in  assisting  worthy  young  men  of 
the  Baptist  denomination  who  are  studying  for  the 
ministry,  and  who  otherwise  could  not  afford  the 
means  necessary  to  enable  them  to  pursue  their 
studies." 

For  some  years  after  the  gift  was  made  only  par- 
tial instruction  was  given  on  this  foundation.  Through 
the  re-arrangement  of  classes  and  the  appoint- 
ment of  additional  professors,  a  full  theological 
course  is  now  offered  as  outlined  in  the  pages  follow- 
ing. 

The  subjects  in  the  first  year  of  this  course  will 
be  made  electives  in  the  Junior  and  Senior  years  of 
the  Arts  Cou1-se,  except  English  Bible,  which  is  re- 
quired in  the  Department  of  Arts  and  Sciences,  so 
that  the  graduates  in  Arts  may  complete  the  theo- 
logical course  by  two  years  additional  study. 

One  feature  not  outlined  in  the  course  of  study 
will  be  the  encouragement  of  each  student  in  sbme 
line  of  original  investigation  which  shall  end  in  the 
presentation  of  a  meritorious  thesis. 

At  the  completion  of  the  course  of  study  the  de- 
gree of  Bachelor  of  Theology  will  be  granted  to  the 
candidates. 
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Special  Students. 

Provision  will  be  made  for  special  students  so 
that  any  not  prepared  with  the  matriculation,  or 
those  wishing  to  take  selected  studies,  or  those  not 
candidates  for  a  degree,  may  have  an  opportunity 
to  study  in  this  department. 

Payzant  Aid  Fund. 

This  fund,  as  described  in  the  general  statement, 
is  available  for  the  student^  of  this  department.  It 
is  partially  administered  in  connection  with  the  Home 
Mission  funds  in  giving  employment  to  students  dur- 
ing the  summer  vacation.  Students  in  the  Arts  De- 
partment, who  are  studying  for  the  ministry,  are 
thus  employed,  and  are  thereby  beneficiaries  of  this 
fund. 

Each  regularly  enrolled  student  in  this  depart- 
ment is  guaranteed  employment  for  the  summer  va- 
cation on  a  Home  Mission  Field,  and  will  receive  for 
such  service  the  sum  of  $200.  In  addition  to  this, 
$100  per  annum  will  be  given  to  each,  for  which  some 
service  may  be  required.  By  the  terms  of  the  gift 
this  fund  is  only  to  be  used  for  students  studying  for 
the  Baptist  ministry. 

Fees. 

While  no  charge  is  made  for  tuition,  provision  has 
not  been  made  for  class-room,  athletic,  and  inciden- 
tal fees.  It  will  therefore  be  necessary  to  charge 
each  student  the  sum  of  $25  per  annum  to  cover 
these  expenses. 
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Matriculation. 

The  matriculation  requirement  for  this  course 
shall  be  the  first  two  years  of  the  Arts  course,  or  its 
equivalent,  except  that  Greek  shall  be  required  for 
both  years.  Those  entering  must  be  ordained  min- 
isters, or  licentiates  of  some  Christian  church.

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Department  of  Applied  Science 


General  Statement. 


The  equipment  in  this  department  is  complete 
in  every  detail,  and  is  sufficient  to  give  the  students 
every  facility  for  most  thorough  work.  With  a  com- 
plete staff  and  splendid  buildings  nothing  is  lacking 
to  a  student  who  wishes  to  pursue  the  prescribed 
course. 

The  Carnegie  Science  Hall  contains  well  equip- 
ped laboratories  and  classrooms  for  the  Departments 
of  Physics  and  Chemistry.  With  the  installation  of 
a  modern  gas  plant  in  this  building,  the  facilities  for 
laboratory  work  in  Chemistry  are  now  unexcelled  by 
colleges  of  this  class,  and  the  advantages  of  situation 
in  a  country  town  are  not  offset  by  any  correspond- 
ing disadvantages  by  reason  of  absence  of  city  con- 
veniences. 

The  Rhodes  Manual  Training  Building  is  equip- 
ped for  the  courses  in  wood  and  iron.  The  basement 
contains  the  Foundry  for  casting  and  moulding.  On 
the  first  floor  are  placed  the  forges  for  the  iron  work- 
ing department,  and  the  wood-working  machinery. 
The  second  floor  contains  class  rooms  and  rooms  for 
drawing.  These  two  buildings,  together  with  the 
general  class-rooms  in  the  main  college  building,  pro- 
vide every  facility  for  the  work  as  outlined. 

The  course  as  outlined  comprises  two  years  of 
work,  leading  directly  to  the  third  year  of  the  var- 
ious departments  of  Engineering  in  McGill  Univer- 
sity, the  Nova  Scotia  Technical  College  and  other 
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Technical  Schools.  The  course  covers  the  same 
ground  as  does  that  of  the  Unified  Course  at  McGill 
University  and  the  Nova  Scotia  Technical  College, 
and  thus  enables  the  student  to  enter  the  third  year 
in  these  institutions,  when  his  studies  then  branch 
according  to  his  intention  to  enter  Civil,  Mechanical, 
Electrical,  Mining  or  Architectural  Engineering. 

The  subjects  require  between  thirty  and  thirty- 
five  hours  of  recitation  and  laboratory  work  per  week. 
In  the  case  of  students  who  enter  well  prepared  and 
without  conditions,  the  course  may  be  completed 
without  great  difficulty  in  the  stated  time,  but  many 
students  prefer  to  spend  three  years  upon  the  work. 
No  student  who  enters  with  more  than  one  matricu- 
lation condition  will  be  allowed  to  complete  this 
course  in  two  years.

This  course  does  not  count  for  a  de- 
gree, except  when  taken  as  a  third  language.

Greek  composi- 
tion. Three  hours  a  week.

One  of  the  plays  of  each  of  the  three  tragedians.  Greek 
composition.  Three  hours  a  week. 

3.  Homer  and  Herodotus. 

Greek  Composition.  Given  in  1913-14  and  in  alternate 
years.  Three  hours  a  week. 

4.  Thucydldes  and  Plato. 

The  Sicilian  Expedition  and  the  Gorgias  or  Phaedo.  Greek 
composition.     Given  in  1914-15  and  in  alternate  years. 

Three  hours  a  week. 

5.  Introductory  New  Testament  Greek. 

The  class  will  be  given  a  general  survey  of  the  field  of  New 
Testament  Greek,  with  a  review  of  Classical  Greek.  There 
will  be  lectures  on  Hermeneutics.  Matthew,  Chapters  I  to  IV, 
will  be  used  as  a  basis  for  grammatical  and  exegetical  study. 
The  gospel  of  Mark  will  then  be  assigned  for  reading  and  exam- 
ination.

6.  The  Epistle  to  the  Galatians. 

In  this  course  there  will  be  careful  exegesis  of  the  Epistle 
to  the  Galatians  with  a  consideration  of  the  critical  and  histori- 
cal questions  involved.

HEBREW. 

1.  Elementary  Hebrew. 

Elements  of  Hebrew  Grammar  with  exercises  in  translation 
from  Hebrew  into  English  and  English  into  Hebrew,  will  be 
given.  The  aim  is  to  acquire  a  knowledge  of  the  grammatical 
principles  of  the  language,  and  to  secure  a  good  working  vocabu- 
lary. After  going  minutely  through  the  first  eight  chapters  of 
Genesis,  the  Book  of  Ruth  is  read  in  a  similar  way.  Harper's 
text  books  are  used,  viz.,  "Elements  of  Hebrew,"  and  "Hebrew 
Method  and  Manual."  Copies  of  the  Hebrew  Bible  are  furn- 
ished without  additional  expense  to  the  students. 

Four  hours  a  week. 

2.  Advanced  Hebrew. 

Translation  and  interpretation  of  selected  portions  from 
the  Book  of  Kings  and  the  Minor  Prophets  and  the  Psalms  will 
be  taken  up.  There  will  also  be  rapid  reading  from  the  Books 
of  Samuel  and  from  other  parts  of  Historical  Hebrew.  Mem- 
bers of  the  class  are  required  to  present  papers  upon  assigned 
subjects.  Smith's  Book  of  the  Twelve  Prophets  is  recom- 
mended in  connection  with  the  study  of  the  Minor  Prophets. 

Two  hours  a  week. 
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GERMAN. 
A.  Beginners. 

Designed  to  cover  two  years'  work  in  one  to  enable  students 
who  enter  college  with  no  knowledge  of  German  to  begin  Ger- 
man 1  in  the  Sophomore  Year.  This  course  does  not  count  for  a 
degree,  except  when  taken  as  a  third  language. 

1.  This  course  comprises  :  as  introduction  a  brief  course 
on  Germ.an  phonetics,  systematic  study  of  the  German  gram- 
mar, based  on  Ball,  "German  Drillbook"  ;  Reading:  Storm, 
Immensee;  HaufT,  Tales;  Fulda,  Benedicts  Der  Prozess. 
Written  exercises  and  exercises  in  conversation  will  be  organi- 
cally connected  with  the  course.  Three  hours  a  week. 

2.  Grammar.  German  syntax  and  compositio'ns  based 
on  Osthaus-Bierman,  German  Composition.  Reading:  Jensen, 
Die  braune  Erica.  Moser,  Der  Bibliothekar;  Eichendorff, 
Aus  dem  Leben  eines  Taugenichts.  Three  hours  a  week. 

3.  German  Literature. 

Reading  from  masterpieces  of  classic  and  modern  German 
literature.  The  following  works  will  be  studied  :  Leasing, 
Minna  von  Barnhelm;  Goethe,  Hermann  and  Dorothea. 
Freytag,  die  Journalisten;  Schiller,  Wallenstein  ;  Sudermann, 
Der  Katzensteg.  Prerequisite  German  1  and  2.  This  course 
may  advantageously  be  combined  with  course  5. 

Two  hours  a  week. 

4.  Scientiftc  German. 

A  course  on  scientific  Germ.an  based  on  Blochm.an,  "In- 
troduction to  Scientific  German,"  and  Helmholtz  ;  "Populare 
Vortraga".  This  course  is  especially  designed  for  students  of 
science  to  aid  them  in  the  acquirement  of  such  knowledge  of 
German  as  will  enable  them  to  read  the  scientific  literature  of 
Germany.  This  course  may  be  advantageously  com.bined  with 
Course  5.       Prerequisite  German  1  and  2. 

Two  hours  a  week. 

5.  German  Conversation. 

A  course  in  conversation  designed  to  give  the  student  a 
good  working  vocabulary  of  the  daily  language.  Object  les- 
sons, educational  pictures,  and  copies  of  current  newspapers  will 
be  used.     Prerequisite    German  1.  One  hour  a  week. 
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6.  History  and  Development  of  German  Language. 

A  lecture  course  on  the  history  and  development  of  the 
German  Language,with  special  reference  to  the  common  fea- 
tures in  English  and  German.     Prerequisite   German  1  and  2. 

One  hour  a  week.     First  Term. 

7.  Elements  of  Middle  and  Old  High  German. 

This  course  is  intended  for  students  who  want  to  specialize 
in  Germanic  philology.  Prerequisite  German  1,  2,  3,  and 
5.  This  course  is  conducted  entirely  in  German.  This  will  be 
accepted  as  honor  work.  •  Two  hours  a  week. 


ROMANCE  LANGUAGES. 

A.     Beginners. 

Designed  to  cover  two  years"  work  in  one  to  enable  stu- 
dents who  enter  college  with  no  knowledge  of  French  to  begin 
French  1  in  the  Sophomore  Year.  This  course  does  not  count 
for  a  degree,  except  when  taken  as  a  third  language. 

1.     Translation  and  Composition. 

This  course  will  include  a  systematic  review  of  the  princi- 
ples of  French  Syntax,  by  means  of  composition  work,  and  a 
careful  study  of  the  irregular  verb.  Bouvet's  "French  Syntax 
and  Composition"  will  be  used.  The  texts  chosen  for  translat- 
tion  will  be  selected  with  special  reference  to  the  interest  of  the 
narrative.  An  analysis  of  French  pronunciation  will  be  made, 
in  accordance  with  Passy's  method,  and  much  practice  will  be 
given  in  reading  French  aloud.  Three  hours  a  week. 

H,    Translation  and  Conversation. 

Translation  will  be  continued  from  more  difficult  texts, 
chosen  with  special  reference  to  their  stylistic  qualities.  Com- 
fort's "French  Composition"  will  be  used,  and  special  emphasis 
will  be  laid  on  the  vocabulary  and  idioms  of  colloquial  French. 
Dictation  and  conversation  will  be  introduced, as  far  as  possible, 
into  this  course,  with  a  more  detailed  study  of  French  pronunci- 
ation. Three  hours  a  week. 
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3.  French  Drama. 

The  reading  of  representative  plays,  from  the  XVIIth 
Century  downward,  will  be  supplemented  by  informal  lectures 
on  the  development  of  French  drama,  with  special  attention  to 
the  modern  period.  Much  reading  will  be  done  at  sight,  and 
French  will  be  used,  as  far  as  possible,  in  the  class  room.  The 
composition  work  will  consist  of  simple,  original  themes.  Spec- 
ial drill  in  conversation  will  be  based  on  Rippman  and  Buell's 
"French  Daily  Life,"  and  a  review  of  the  principles  of  French 
phonetics  will  be  given.  Given  in  1913-14  and  in  alternate 
years.  Three  hours  a  week. 

4.  French  Fiction. 

A  course  similar  to  French  3  and  designed  to  alternate  with 
it.     Given  in  1914-15  and  in  alternate  years. 

Three  hours  a  week. 

5.  Elementary  Spanish. 

Hills  and  Ford's  "Spanish  Grammar"will  be  studied.  The 
"Spanish  Daily  Life,"  in  Newson's  Modern  Language  Series 
will  be  used  as  an  introduction  to  colloquial  Spanish.  A  col- 
lection of  modern  short  stories  and  selections  from  "Don  Qui- 
jote"  will  be  read.  Three  hours  a  week. 

6.  Honor  Courses. 

I.     A  general  survey  of  French  Literature. 
n.     Advanced  Spanish. 
in.     Elementary  Italian. 
IV.     Vulgar  Latin. 
V.     Old  French. 
VI.     Provencal. 

VII.  Work  in  other  subjects  connected  with  the  study  of 
the  Romance  Languages,  and  not  covered  by  the  above  courses, 
may  be  arranged  for  with  the  department. 


ENGLISH. 


1.     Grammar,  Rhetoric,  and  Composition. 

This  course  begins  with  a  study  of  certain  portions  of  Eng- 
lish grammar  that  require  special  attention,  and  a  drill  upon 
synonyms.  The  study  of  the  theory  of  Rhetoric  and  of  the 
forms  of  Composition  follows.     Model  prose  is  read  and    ana- 
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lysed.  Text-books  are  used  throughout  the  course,  but  these 
are  supplemented  by  informal  lectures.  Short  weekly  themes 
are  written.  Three  hours  a  week. 

2.  History  of  the  English  Language,  and  Advanced  Rhe- 
toric and  Composition. 

After  a  brief  survey  of  the  development  of  the  language,  a 
detailed  study  of  the  technique  of  good  writing,  with  special 
emphasis  upon  style  and  diction,  is  taken  up.  In  1913-14, 
epistolary  form,  exposition  and  argumentation  will  be  particu- 
larly stressed.  Text-books  and  prose  selections  are  used,  sup- 
plemented by  informal  lectures  and  class  debates.  Bi-weekly 
essays  or  their  equivalent  are  required.  This  class  is  limite  at 
the  option  of  the  department.  Application  for  admission 
should  be  made  before  the  close  of  the  preceding  academic 
year.  Two  hours  a  week.     Three  units. 

3.  Anglo  Saxon  and  Middle  English. 

A  study  of  Old  English  and  Middle  English  grammar,  fol- 
lowed by  the  reading  of  Beowulf  and  selections  of  Anglo  Saxon 
poetry  and  prose.  In  the  latter  part  of  the  year,  the  Middle 
English  dialects  are  studied  from  selections  from  Emerson's 
Middle  English  Reader.  Given  in  1914-15  and  in  alternate 
years.  Two  hours  a  week. 

NOTE  : — This  course  will  not  be  given  unless  at  least  ten 
persons  desire  it. 

4.  The  History  of  English  Literature. 

A  general,  rapid  survey  of  the  whole  field  of  English  Lit- 
erature from  the  earliest  beginnings  to  the  present  time.  Spec- 
ial attention  is  given  to  causes,  to  the  characteristics  and  in- 
fluences of  the  great  periods,  and  to  the  leading  works  in  poetry 
and  prose.  The  text- book  will  be  supplemented  by  readings  in 
a  volume  of  selections. 

Three  hours  a  week. 

5.  The  History  of  American  Literature. 

A  general  study  of  the  whole  period  of  American  literary 
activity  from  the  beginnings  to  the  present  time,  with  special 
attention  to  the  New  England  and  the  New  York  Schools  of

writers.  The  text- book  will  be  largely  supplemented  by  col- 
lateral readings  and  informal,  illustrated  lectures.  Given  in 
1914-15  and  in  alternate  years.  Two  hours  a  week. 

NOTE  :  This  course  will  be  given  only  on  condition  that 
the  requisite  number  do  not  select  course  3. 

6.  Elizabethan  Drama. 

A  study  of  the  rise  of  the  drama  and  of  dramatic  forms  ;  of 
the  influence  of  Shakespeare's  predecessors;  of  the  life  and  work 
of  Shakespeare;  and  of  the  degeneration  of  post-Shakespearean 
drama.  Two  or  three  plays  of  Shakespeare's  will  be  studied 
minutely.     Given  in  1914-15  and  in  alternate  years. 

Three  hours  a  week.     First  Term. 

7.  English  Romanticism  in  the  Eighteenth  and  Nine- 

teenth Centuries. 

A  study  of  the  meaning,  development,  characteristics,  and 
influence  of  English  Romanticism,  with  a  glance  at  the  move- 
ment in  Italy,  Germany  and  France.  A  careful  investigation 
is  made  of  the  works  of  the  leading  romantic  poets, — Words- 
worth. Coleridge,  Byron,  Shelley,  and  Keats.  The  course  is 
carried  on  by  means  of  lecture,  text  book,  and  library  research. 
Given  in  1914- 15  and  in  alternate  years. 

Three  hours  a  week.     Second  Term. 

8.  The  Age  of  Victoria  :  Poetry. 

A  study  of  the  prominent  historical  and  literary  features  of 
this  age,  followed  by  a  thorough  investigation  of  selected  works 
of  Tennyson,  Browning  and  Arnold.  Lectures,  study  texts, 
and  library  will  be  used.  Given  in  1913-14  and  in  alternate 
years.  Three  hours  a  week.     First  Term. 

9.  The  Age  of  Victoria  :  Prose. 

A  continuation  of  Course  8.  An  attempt  to  determine 
the  message  and  the  style  of  Carlyle,  Macaulay,  George  Eliot, 
Newman,  Ruskin,  and  Arnold.  Use  will  be  made  of  lectures, 
study  texts,  and  library.  Given  in  1913-14  and  in  alternate 
years.  Three  hours  a  week.     Second  Term. 

10.  Courses  for  Honor  Worit  and  for   Worlt   leading   to 

the  M .  A.  Degree. 

The  following  courses  are  rather  suggestive  than  definitive. 
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The  nature  and  the  amount  of  the  work  to  be  done  must  be  de- 
termined by  conference  with  the  professor  of  English.

PHILOSOPHY. 

1.  Logic. 

This  course  will  embrace  an  outline  of  the  general  formal 
principles  of  valid  reasoning  with  frequent  illustrations  of  their 
application  to  actual  discourse,  detailed  examination  of  types 
of  fallacious  reasoning  and  a  consideration  of  induction  and  the- 
inductive  method. 

Two  hours  a  week.     Second  Term. 

2.  Ancient  and  Mediaeval  Philosophy . 

This  course  will  cover  a  brief  discussion  of  the  Metaphy- 
sical and  epistemological  problems  involved  in  the  history  of 
philosophical  thought,  and  a  detailed  study  of  the  different 
systems  of  Philosophy  from  the  time  of  Thales  to  the  Renais- 
sance.    Given  in  1913-14,  and  in  alternate  years. 

Two  hours  a  week. 

3.  Modern  Philosophy. 

The  work  here  will  be  a  continuation  of  Course  2.  It  will 
trace  the  development  of  philosophical  thought  from  the  open- 
ing of  the  Renaissance  Period  down  to  the  present  day.     Giv- 
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en  in  1914- 15,  and  in  alternate  years.         Two  hours  a  week. 

4.     Ethics. 

Consideration  will  be  given  to  the  Psychological  basis  of 
Ethical  conduct,  the  different  theories  of  the  ethical  standard 
and  the  cardinal  virtues  of  the  individual  and  social  life  of  man. 

Two  hours  a  week.     First  Term. 


PSYCHOLOGY  AND  EDUCATION. 

1.  Psychology. 

The  class  will  take  up  for  study  and  discussion  the  general 
subjects  of  Descriptive  Psychology,  with  frequent  references 
to  Experimental  and  Physiological  Psychology.  At  the  close 
of  the  year  some  practical  applications  of  Psychology  will  be 
made  and  its  relation  to  social,  moral,  religious  and  general 
problems  discussed.  Three  hours  a  week. 

2.  History  of  Education. 

Educational  development  will  be  reviewed  from  the  be- 
ginning of  history,  with  special  reference  to  the  growth  of 
educational  ideas  in  the  past  century. 

Two  hours  a  week.     Second  Term. 

3.  Principles  of  Education. 

The  Psychological  Principles  underlying  the  science  of 
education  will  be  investigated  and  described.  Such  subjects 
as  apperception,  interest,  memory,  will  and  suggestion  will  be 
emphasized.  Two  hours  a  week.     Second  Term. 

4.  Sunday  School  Administration. 

In  this  course  the  general  aims  and  methods  of  Sunday 
School  work  will  be  discussed,  and  the  different  departments 
described  and  explained.  The  application  of  the  principles  set 
forth  in  courses  2  and  3  to  Sunday  School  work  will  be  made, 
and  the  administrative  work  of  the  Sunday  School  emphasized. 

Four  hours  a  week.     Second  Term. 
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BIBLICAL  LITERATURE. 

1.  Jewish  History. 

In  this  course  the  class  covers  the  Old  Testament  history. 
Along  with  the  Bible,  use  is  made  of  Robinson's  Leaders  of 
Israel.  Crockett's  Harmony  of  Samuel,  Kings  and  Chron- 
icles, and  Little's  Royal  Houses  of  Israel  and  Judah  are  recom- 
rtiended  in  connection  with  the  course. 

Two  hours  a  week.     First  Term. 

2.  The  Time  of  the  Prophets- 
Brief  review  of  the  Old  Testament  history  is  followed  by 

attention  to  the  Prophets  and  their  messages.  Willett's  Pro- 
phets of  Israel,  or  Eiselen's  Prophecy  and  the  prophets,  is  used 
in  conjunction  with  the  lectures  of  the  profesfeor. 

Two  hours  a  week.     Second  Term. 

3.  The  Life  of  Christ. 

The  study  of  the  Life  of  Christ  will  be  taken  up,together 
with  a  general  consideration  of  the  Sources  and  the  History  of 
New  Testament  times.  Burton  and  Matthew's  Constructive 
Studies  in  the  Life  of  Christ  will  be  used  as  a  text  book. 

Two  hours  a  week.     First  Term. 

4.  History  and  Letters  of  the  Apostolic  Age. 

The  history  of  the  Apostolic  Age  will  lorm  a  basis  of  this 
course,  with  special  study  of  the  life  of  Paul.  There  will  also 
be  a  brief  introduction  to  the  Pauline  Epistles.  The  study  is 
based  on  Burton's  Records  and  Letters  of  the  Apostolic  Age. 

Two  hours  a  week.     Second  Term. 

5.  General  Introduction  to  the  Old  Testament. 

In  connection  with  special  lectures  by  the  professor,  use  is 
made  of  Kirkpatrick's  Divine  Library  of  the  Old  Testament, 
MacFadyen's  Introduction  to  the  Old  Testament,  and  Ryle's 
Canon  of  the  Old  Testament.     Essays  will  be  required  of  mem 
bers  of  the  class.  One  hour  a  week. 

6.  New  Testament  Introduction. 

The  class  will  be  conducted  throuj^h  a  careful  study  of  New 
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Testament  Introduction,  and  given  lectures  on  the  Synoptic 
Problem.  Lectures  will  also  be  presented  on  Textual  Criticism 
and  the  history  of  the  Canon.  Near  the  close  of  the  term  there 
will  be  a  careful  e.xegesis  of  the  Epistle  to  the  Romans,  Chap- 
ters I  to  VIII.  Two  hours  a  week.     First  Term. 


THEOLOGY. 

1.  Systematic  Theology. 

The  aim  of  the  work  in  this  course  is  to  acquaint  the  stu- 
dents with  the  leading  doctrines  of  the  Christian  religion  and  the 
main  problem  which  modern  scholarship  offers  to  these  doc- 
trihes.  The  subjects  treated  are  God,  Revelation,  The  Uni- 
verse, Man,  Sin,  Christ,  The  Christian  Life,  The  Church,  and 
the  Future  Life.     Given  in  1913-14  and  in  alternate  years. 

Three  hours  a  week. 

2.  Comparative  Religion. 

A  general  survey  will  be  made  of  the  Science  of  religion  in 
which  special  attention  will  be  given  to  the  origin,  nature, 
classification  and  leading  historic  types  of  religion.  Given  in 
1914-15  and  in  alternate  years. 

Three  hours  a  week.     First  Term. 

3.  Psycliology  of  Religion. 

This  course  embraces  the  study  of  all  forms  of  Religion 
as  mental  experiences  and  is  based  upon  Cutten's  Psycholog- 
ical Phenomena  of  Christianity.  Subjects  for  investigation 
will  be  assigned  to  members  of  the  class.  Given  in  1914-15 
and  in  alternate  years.      Three  hours  a  week.     Second  Term. 


PASTORAL  THEOLOGY. 

1.  Homiletics. 

The  course  this  year  will  include  some  work  in  sermon  pre- 
paration and  criticism,  special  emphasis  being  laid  on  Exposi- 
tory Preaching.  One  hour  a  week. 

2.  Homiletics. 

The  gfeneral  types  and  classification  of  sermons  will  be 
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considered  with  a  study  of  the  work  of  the  great  preachers  of 
the  past.  Sermon  outlines,  criticism  of  delivered  sermons,  and 
preaching  before  the  class  will  be  required. 

One  hour  a  week. 
3.     Pastoral  Theology. 

The  nature  and  usefulness  of  the  Christian  Pastor,  and  his 
relation  to  the  Church,  the  Family,  the  Community,  and  the 
World  at  large,  will  be  dealt  with.  Occasional  lectures  will  be 
given  by  active  pastors. 

Two  hours  a  week. 


MISSIONS. 

1.  History  of  Missions. 

The  development  of  missions  will  be  traced  from  New 
Testament  times  to  the  present,  with  special  regard  to  the 
modern  missionary  movements  since  the  time  of  Carey. 

One  hour  a  week. 

2.  Missionary  Problems. 

Modern  missionary  problems  will  be   dealt  with  in  con- 
nection   with    Geographical,    Commercial,    Economic,    Social, 
and  Political  Conditions.     The  work  of  the  home  church  in 
missions  and  such  subjects  as  The  Layman's  Missionary  Move 
ment  will  be  discussed. 

One  hour  a  week. 


HISTORY. 


1.     The  Mediaeval  Period. 

The  following  topics  will  be  treated  in  this  course  :  Fall 
of  the  Empire,  The  Barbarian  Kingdoms,  The  Spread  of 
Christianity,  the  Church  and  its  Institutions,  The  Fusion  of 
Latins  and  Teutons,  Monasticism,  The  Papacy,  The  Empire  in 
tlVe  East,  Islam,  The  Frankish  Kingdom,  The  Carolingians, 
The  Northmen,  Feudalism,  The  Normans,  The  Papacy  and 
the  Empire,  The  Crusades,  The  Mongols  and  Turks,  The 
Universities  and  the  Schoolman,  The  Evolution  of  the  Nations, 
The  Reiiaissance.  Three  hours  a  week.     First  Term. 
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2.  The  Modern  Age. 

The  following  is  a  general  outline  of  the  course  :  Geo 
graphical  Discoveries,  The  Reformation,  Ascendency  of  Spain, 
Charles  V.  and  Philip  II.,  The  Tudors,  Rise  of  the  Dutch  Re- 
public, Thirty  Years'  War,  Peace  of  Westphalia,  The  Divine 
Right,  The  Bourbons,  The  Stuarts,  Cromwell,  The  Rise  of  Rus- 
sia, The  Rise  of  Prussia,  the  Hapsburgk,  The  French  Revolu- 
tion, The  Napoleonic  Empire,  Unification  of  Italy,  The  New 
German  Empire,  The  Expansion  of  Europe  in  the  19th  Century, 
The  World  State,  The  New  Age. 

Three  hours  a  week.     Second  Term. 

3.  Canadian  History. 

The  following  topics  with  others  will  be  under  discussion  : 
The  Norsemen  in  America,  The  Cabots  and  their  Discoveries, 
Jacques  Cartier  and  French  Exploration,  The  Native  Races, 
Champlain  and  the  Rule  of  the  Hundred  Associates,  New 
France  and  New  England,  Hudson's  Bay  Company,  Mont- 
calm and  Wolfe,  England's  Colonial  Policy,  the  Treaty  of  Paris 
1763,  the  Constitutional  Act  of  1791,  the  War  of  1812,  The 
Papineau  Revolt,  Lord  Durham's  Report,  The  Ashburton 
Treaty,  The  Fisheries  Convention  of  1818,  Political  Move- 
ments from  1841-1867,  Confederation,  Federalism  in  the  United 
States  and  in  Canada,  the  Great  North- West,  The  British 
North  America  Act.  Given  in  1913-14  and  in  alternate  years. 
Three  hours  a  week.     First  Term.

tering the  Crown  Colonies.  Given  in  1913-14  and  in  alternate 
years.  Three  hours  a  week.     Second  Term. 

5.  The  Growth  of  the  British  Empire. 

In  this  course  the  following    subjects  will  be  treated  :  The 
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Ent;1and  of  Elizabeth,  The  Conf  ict  with  Spain,  with  Holland, 
with  France,  The  Great  Voyages  of  Discovery,  The  Expan- 
sion of  Trade,  Founding,-  of  Colonies,  Colonial  Systems,  ancient, 
mediaeval  and  modern.  The  Form.ation  of  Great  Britain, 
Phases  of  Expansion,  The  Effect  of  the  New  World  upon  the 
Old,  The  Indian  Empire,  Kow  India  was  conquered.  How  India 
is  t"overned.  The  Mutual  Influence  of  Ens'land  and  India,  Sta- 
bility of  the  Indian  Emipire,  Dan  ers  Internal  and  External  to 
British  Rule  in  India. 

Three  hours  a  week.     First  Term. 

6.  Anthropology. 

The  following;  subjects  will  come  under  considelration  in 
this  course:  The  Earliest  Traces  of  Man,  The  Races  of  Man- 
kind, The  Races  and  Peoples  of  Europe,  of  Asia,  of  Africa,  of 
America,  Lanjua'e,  Writini;,  Arts  of  Life,  Relijion,  Family 
Life,  Social  Life,  The  Villaie  Community. 

Three  hours  a  week.     Second  Term. 

7.  Early  Church  History. 

This  course  will  deal  with  the  historic  preparation  for 
Christianity,  the  foundin?.:  of  the  Christian  Church,  the  con- 
f  ict  of  the  Church  with  the  pa^an  Rom.an  Em.pire,  the  early 
doctrinal  controAersies,  the  rise  of  the  Papacy,  the  rise  of  the 
Holy  Roman  Empire,  Monasticism,  Feudalism,  the  Crusades, 
mediaeval  theology,  mediaeval  mysticism,  and  the  suppres- 
sion of  heresy  by  the  Inquisition.  Given  in  1914-15  and  in  al- 
ternate years.

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Straight  lines,  Circle,  Transformation  of  Co-ordinates,  Conic 
Sections,  Rflation  of  Line  to  Conic,  Application  of  the  Theory 
of  Quadratics,  General  Equation  of  the  Second  Degree,  and  a 
brief  introduction  to  Analytical  Geometry  of  Three  Dimensions. 
Prerequisite,  Mathematics  1.  Three  hours  a  week. 

3.  Spherical  Trigonometiy. 

Fundamental  study  of  Spherical  Geometry  and  the  solution 
of  spherical  triangles  w  th  particular  application  to  geographi- 
cal and  astionomical  problems.  Prerequisite,  Mathematics  2. 
(a;.  One  hour  a  week.     Second  Term. 

4.  Calculus. 

Special  attention  is  paid  to  having  the  student  reach  the 
point  where  differentiation  and  intergration  may  be  performed 
with  speed  and  accuracy.  This  is  accomplished  by  assigning  a 
large  number  of  examples  which  occur  in  practical  problems.

6.  Advanced  Mechanics. 

Prerequisite,  Mathematics  1,  2,  and  4.  Physics  2. 

Three  hours  a  week.   First  Term 

HONOR  COURSES 

7.  Wave  Motion,  Sound,  Light. 

An  extended  course  of  private  reading  is  pursued,  the 
class  meeting  occasionally  to  review  and  discuss  some  of  the 
more  difficult  topics.  In  light,  the  ground  covered  is  nearly 
that  of  Preston's'  Theory  of  Light. 

Junior  Year. 
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8.     Heat,  Electricity  and  Magnetism. 

An  advanced  course  in  continuation  of  the  above.     Ref- 
erences for  private  reading,  with  reviews  and  discussions.

CHEMISTRY. 


1.  Descriptive  Cliemistry. 

In  this  course  Newell's  Inorganic  Chemistry  for  Colleges 
furnishes  an  outline  for  two  periods  a  week  which  are  devoted 
to  recitation  and  lecture  table  demonstration.     Supplement- 
ary laboratory  practice  related  to  the  matter  under  discussion. 
Two  hcurs  lecture,  two  hours  laboratory  a  week.. 

2.  General  Cliemistry. 

Similar  to  Course  1, except  that  additional  laboratory  work 
is  given  for  the  benefit  of  B.Sc.  and  engineering  students. 

Two  hours  lecture,  four  hours  laboratory  a  week. 

3.  Qualitative  Analysis. 

This  course  consists  of  a  preliminary  study  of  the  detection 
reactions  of  the  more  common  base-forming  elements  and  acids, 
followed  by  practice  in  the  determination  of  unknown  sub- 
stances. "Qualitative  Chemical  Analysis  of  Inorganic  Sub- 
stances" by  A.  A.  Noyes  is  used  as  a  laboratory  guide,  and  Pres- 
cott  and  Johnson's  Qualitative  Analysis  for  supplementary 
reading.     Prerequisite,  Chemistry  1  or  2. 

Six  hours  laboratory  practice  with  occasional  recitations 
and  discussions. 

4.  Quantitative  Analysis. 

In  this  course  Gravimetric  and  Volumetric  analysis  will  be 
studied.     Prerequisite,  Chemistry  1  and  3. 

Six  hours  laboratory  practice  with  occasional  recitations 
and  discussions. 

5.  Organic  Chemistry. 

Beside  recitations  and  discussions  in  the  class  room,  as— 
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signed  readings  and  investigation  will  be  required  of  each  stud 
ent.     Prerequisite,  Chemistry  1  and  3. 

Three  hours  a  week. 

6.  History  of  Chemistry. 

The  various  theories  and  the  process  of  development  will 
be  traced  from  the  beginning  of  chemistry  as  a  science  down  to 
modern  times.     Given  in  1914-15. 

Two  hours  a  week.     Fii'st  Term. 

7.  Pliysical  Clieinistry. 

In  this  course  such  subjects  as  thermo-chemistry,  electro- 
chemistry, and  chemical  dynamics  will  be  discussed.  Given 
in  1914- 15.  Two  hours  a  week.     Second  Term. 


BIOLOGY. 

1.  General  Biology. 

An  elementary  course  designed  to  acquaint  the  general 
student  with  the  main  ideas  of  biology  through  selected  prac- 
tical studies  of  the  phenomena  in  which  biological  principles  are 
based. 

Lectures  and  laboratory  work  will  deal  with  such  topics  as  : 
the  interdependence  of  organisms,  the  simpler  organisms,  or- 
ganization and  phylogeny,  organesis  and  ontogeny,  heredity 
and  variation,  natural  selection,  evolution  and  adaptation,  se- 
gregation and  mutation,  the  life  cycle  and  metamorphosis,  re- 
generation in  organisms,  and  a  practical  training  in  elementary 
mycroscopy. 

Topics  for  special  study  and  investigation  will  be  assigned 
at  intervals  throughout  the  year. 

Two  hours  lecture,  two  hours  laboratory  a  week. 

2.  Botany. 

A  general  course  in  comparative  morphology  and  physi- 
ology of  the  higher  plants,  comprising  work  in  representatives 
of  the  various  groups  from  the  orders  of  the  algal  series  to  those 
of  the  dicotyledons,  with  special  attention  to  relationships, 
evolution  and  classification,  and  the  identification  of  the  higher 
plants.     Given  in  1913-14  and  in  alternate  years. 

Two  hours  lecture,  four  hours  laboratory  a  week. 
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3.  Zoology. 

A  few  courses  in  morphology  or  representative  groups  of  the 
various  phyla  of  animals,  beginning  with  the  protozoa,  es- 
pecially designed  for  these  who  wish  a  comprehenMve  view  of 
the  subject.     Given  in  1914- 15  and  in  alternate  years. 

Two  hours  lecture,  four  hours  laboratory  a  week. 

4.  Bacteriology. 

A  course  including  studies  in  the  ordinary  m.ethods  of 
sterilization  and  disinfection,  the  composition  and  preparation 
of  ordinary  culture  media  ;  the  artificial  cultivation,  biological 
characters,  staining  and  exarrining  of  bacteria,  the  methods 
employed  in  the  separation  of  species  ;  the  general  relation  of 
bacteria  to  plants  and  animals  in  health  and  disease,  togethei 
with  a  biological  analysis  of  air,  water,  soil,  and  n.ilk.  Given 
in  1913  14  and  in  alternate  years. 

One  hour  lecture,   four  hours  laboratory  a   week. 

5.  Sj  st(  IT  atic  Botany. 

The  Classification  and  Distribution  of  Flowerin!.;  Plants 
and  Ferns.  The  course  will  give  special  attention  to  the  Fbra 
of  the  Maritime  Provinces.  Prerequisite,  Biology  I.  >..i\en 
in  1914-15  and  in  alternate  years. 

One  hour  lecture,  four  hours  laboratory  a  week. 

6.  Zoology. 

A  course  mainly  devoted  to  comparative  studies  in  the 
higher  phyla  of  animals.  Among  other  form.s  studied  will  be 
the  crayfish,  lancelet,  do^;-  fish,  perch,  frog,  pit;eon,  and  rabbit 
or  cat.  Prerequisite,  Biology  1.  Given  in  1913  14  and  in  al- 
ternate years. 

One  hour  lecture,  four  hours  laboratory  a  week. 

7.  Embryology  and  Histology. 

The  course  will  be  introduced  by  studies  in  the  embry- 
ology of  the  Frog,  Chick,  Pig  and  Man.  This  course  deals  with 
the  formation  and  nature  of  the  reproductive  cells;  the  matura- 
tion, fertilization,  and  segmentation  of  the  ovum  ;  the  forma- 
tion of  the  germ  layers  ;  and  the  development  of  the  various 
tissues  and  organs  in  man.  In  the  Histological  part  of  the 
course  instruction  in  the  technique  is  combined  with  the  inves- 
tijjation  of  the  more  elementary  tissues  of  the  human  body.

Zoology. 

I.  Embryology  and  Histology  as  given  in  Biology  7* 
may  be  taken  as  a  year's  work  in  Honor  Zoology. 

II.  Studies  in  Insect  Life  and  i's  relation  to  man,  with 
special  reference  to  the  Maritime  Provinces,  constitute  a  year 
of  honor  work. 

*For  students  taking     these  courses    in  their     regular 
work,  other  courses  will  be  assigned  upon  application. 


GEOLOGY. 

1.  Mineralogy. 

This  course  will  include  the  study  of  crystal  models  and 
natural  crystals,  the  use  of  crystallography  in  the  determina- 
tion of  minerals,  the  more  important  operations  in  blow  pipe 
analysis,  and  characteristic  chemical  reactions.  The  common 
and  economically  useful  minerals  will  be  carefully  studied  and 
finally  minerals  w  ill  be  given  for  determination. 

Field  excursions  will  be  taken  during  the  autumn  and 
spring  months  to  adjacent  localities  for  collection  of  minerals 
and  study  of  their  modes  of  occurrence.  Prerequisite,  Chem- 
istry 1. 

Two  hours  lecture,  two  hours  laboratory  a  week. 

2.  General  Geology. 

This  course  is  intended  for  beginners  in  Geology  and  covers 
in  an  introducto-y  manner  the  whole  field  of  GeDloi^y.     So.me 
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standard  text  book  is  followed  but  additional  matter  referring 
to  local  Maritime  and  Canadian  geolo^-ical  features  is  freely- 
introduced.  Emphasis  is  laid  upon  the  development  of  sur- 
face features  and  the  historic  value  of  topographic  forms  of  the 
land.  A  thesis  upon  some  topic  touched  upon  in  the  course  is 
required  by  each  student,  and  these  papers  are  read  in  class  for 
discussion.  Weekly  field  excursions  are  held  in  the  autumn 
and  spring  months,  and  written  reports  on  the  locality  visited 
are  required.  As  rapidly  as  suitable  material  is  gathered  in 
the  geological  laboratory  the  practical  work  will  be  extended 
into  the  winter  months. 

Three  hours  a  week. 

3.    Structural  Geology. 

Particular  attention  will  be  given  in  this  course  to  the 
following  topics: — The  rock-forming  minerals;  the  determina- 
tion and  classification  of  rocks;  stratification,  and  characters 
of  stratified  and  metamorphic  rocks,  the  historic  value  and 
interpretation  ;  the  igneous  rocks  as  part  of  the  structure  of 
the  earth's  crust;  uncomformability  and  its  significance;  the 
use  and  preparation  of  geological  maps  and  sections.  Field 
excursions  and  reports  will  be  required  as  in  Geology  2,  and 
an  area  within  easy  reach  of  Wclfville  will  be  assigned  for  de- 
tailed study  and  mapping.  Laboratory  work  will  be  required 
when  weather  will  not  admit  of  field  work.  The  course  is  de- 
signed to  meet  the  needs  of  engineering  students  and  those 
contemplating  professional  work  in  mining  or  geology.  Pre- 
requisite, Geology  1.  Three  hours  a  week. 

4.    Stratlgraphical  Geology. 

The  subject  matter  of  this  course  will  be  largely  Palaeon- 
tological  and  will  include  a  study  of  typical  fossils  of  each  geo- 
logical period.  The  field  work  will  include  excursions  to  all 
the  fossiliferous  formations  within  a  reasonable  distance  from 
Wolfville  and  a  special  study  of  some  one  of  these  formations 
will  be  assigned  to  each  student.  This  course  is  designed  to 
meet  the  nfeeds  of  students  intending  to  pursue  advanced  work 
in  Geology  or  Biology.  Prerequisite,  Geology  2  or  3.  Biology 
1.  One  hour    lecture,    one    period    of  laboratory  or  field 

work  pe^  week. 
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5.  Geology  of  Canada. 

This  course  will  consist  of  lectures  upon  the  distribution 
and  economic  value  of  the  various  Geological  formations  as  they 
occur  in  Canada.  The  laboratory  work  will  include  a  study  of 
the  maps  and  sections  published  by  the  Geological  Survey  of 
Canada,  and  the  economic  minerals  of  Canada.  Excursions 
will  be  made  to  adjacent  localities  where  economic  minerals  oc 
cur  and  mining  operations  are  being  carried  on,  and  the  value 
of  geological  knowledge  in  mining  illustrated.  For  students 
contemplating  mining  engineering,  railroad  engineering,  or 
professional  work  in  Geology.     Prerequisite,  Geology  1,  2  or  3. 

One  hour  lecture,  one  period  of  laboratory  or  field  work 
per  week. 

6.  Petrology. 

In  this  course  a  brief  treatment  of  the  rock  forming  miner- 
als and  the  principles  of  classification  of  rocks  will  precede  the 
closer  study  of  the  important  rock  types.  Introductory  optics, 
the  optical  characteristics  of  crystals,  use  of  the  petrographical 
microscope  and  accessories,  and  the  detailed  study  of  thin  sec- 
tions of  typical  rocks  will  occupy  the  remainder  of  the  course. 
This  is  chiefly  a  laboratory  course  and  the  collections  provide 
ample  material  for  illustration  and  study.  It  is  recommended 
to  students  who  intend  to  specialize  in  Mining  Engineering  or 
in  any  department  of  Geology.     Prerequisite,  Geology  1. 

Three  units. 


ASTRONOMY  AND  METEOROLOGY. 

1.  Astronomy. 

A  non-mathematical  course  embracing  practical  work. 
Lectures  and  assigned  readings.  Given  in  1913- 14  and  in 
alternate  years.  Three  hours  a  week.     First  Term. 

2.  Meteorology. 

A  study  of  Meteorological  Instruments,  the  Atmosphere, 
Cloud  Formation,  Storms,  Cold  Waves,  Weather  Phenomena, 
with  a  brief  consideration  of  climate.  In  addition  to  the  lec- 
tures, students  will  be  given  elementary  instruction  in  the  draw- 
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ing  of  Weather  Maps  and  Weather  Predicting.     Given  in  1914- 
15  and  in  alternate  years. 

Two  hours  lecture,  two  hours  laboratory  a  week.  First 
Term.  

ENGINEERING. 

1.  Mechanics  ol  Machines. 

(a)  Kinematics,  a  thorough  treatment  of  links,  chains, 
and  mechanisms  of  graphical  methods.  Typical  chains  and 
mechanisms  are  analyzed  and  methods  of  classification  ob- 
tained.    A  brief  study  is  made  of  cams  and  gears. 

(b)  Dynamics,  a  graphical  and  analytical  study,  during 
the  second  term,  of  work,  power  and  energy,  including  the 
cycle  of  events  in  various  typical  power  plants.  Charts  are 
plotted  illustrating  the  inertia  and  energy  of  moving  parts. 
Prerequisite,  Mathematics  2  (a)  and  Physics  2. 

Three  hours  a  week. 

2.  Graphical  Statics. 

Graphical  Arithmetic,  the  graphical  solution  of  problems 
and  the  application  of  the  principles  involved  to  the  solution 
of  structures,  starting  with  simple  and  cantilever  beams  and 
advancing  to  the  elementary  building  construction,  including 
roof  and  bridge  trusses,  braced  towers,  etc.  Prerequisite, 
Mathematics  2  (a).  Three  hours  a  week.     Second  Term. 

3.  Materials  of  Construction. 

A  general  study  is  made  of  the  engineering  materials, 
their  comparative  strength,  durability,  cost  and  their  use.  In- 
dividual attention  is  then  given  to  the  irons  and  steels,  the 
alloys,  timber,  mortars,  concretes,  stone  and  brick,  with  regard 
to  their  formation,  working,  life  and  preservation.  Supple- 
menting this  work,  a  brief  study  is  made  of  the  more  important 
fuels.     Prerequisite,  Chemistry  I. 

Three  hours  a  week.     Second  Term. 


SURVEYING. 


1.     Theory  of  Surveying. 

A  short  introductory  course  will  be  given  on  the  use  of 
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Tapes,  Chains,  and  Rods,  Adjustment  and  Use  of  the  Com- 
pass, Transit  and  Level  and  Solar  Attachment,  Computations 
of  Areas  and  Volumes,  Topographical  Surveying,  and  Contour 
Problems.  Two  hours  a  week.     Second  Term*. 

2.  Surveying. 

(a)  Theory.     Course  1  will  be  completed. 

(b)  Field  work.  Practical  work  will  be  taken  up  in 
Chain  and  Compass  Survey,  Transit  and  Tape  Survey,  Level- 
ling for  Contours  and  Cross  Sections,  and  Adjustment  of  In- 
struments. 

Equivalent  to  two  hours  a  week. 

3.  Mapping. 

The  work  in  this  course  will  consist  of  practice  in  making 
Conventional  and  Topographical  Signs,  Plotting  Surveys  and 
Contour  Maps. 

Equivalent  to  three  hours  a  week. 

Note.- — Courses  2  and  3  are  given  as  a  summer  course  in 
the  month  of  September  preceding  the  Second  Year. 


DRAWING. 


1.  Descriptive  Geometry. 

This  course  deals  with  the  representation  on  the  Plane  of 
Points,  Lines,  Planes,  Surfaces,  and  Solids,  Tangents,  Inter- 
sections, Penetrations,  and  De\elopments. 

Six  hours  a  week. 

2.  Mechanical  Drawing. 

The  principles  of  Mechanical  Drawing  are  tauj:ht,  top  ether 
with  the  use  and  care  of  Instruments,  Preparation  of  Wording 
Drawings,  Conventions,  Machine  Drawings,  Tracings  and  Blue 
Printing.  Four  hours  a  week. 

3.  Machine  Design. 

In  this  class  the  students  are  given  a  number  of  machine 
parts  from  which  they  make  Dimensioned  Sketches,  Detailed 
Working  Drawings  of  each  part,  and  an  assembly  of  the  whole. 

Two  hours  a  week. 
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4.    Freehand  Drawing. 

Instruction  is  given  in  the  various  alphabets  used  in  the 
Draughting  Room.  Spacing  and  Balancing  of  Titles,  the  Prin- 
ciples of  Perspective,  Lipht  and  Shade.       Three  hours  a  week. 


SHOFWORK. 

1.  Wood-H'ork. 

In  this  course  the  students  are  taught  the  Sharpening  and 
Care  of  Tools,  Sawing,  Planing^  Chiselling,  Joint  Making, 
including  Mortise  and  Tenon  Joints,  Mitre  Joints,  Lap  Joints, 
Dovetail,  and  Scarf  Joints  ;  Wood  Turning  and  the  Care  of 
Wood  Turning  Tools,  Pattern  Making,  including  Gears  and 
Core  Boxes.  Four  hours  a  week. 

2.  Iron-work. 

Instruction  is  given  in  the  Making  and  Care  of  Fires, 
Heating,  Drawing,  Forming,  Bending  and  Twisting,  Upset- 
ting, Upsetting  while  Bending,  Upsetting  for  Square  Corners, 
Bolts,  Nuts,  Chain  Making,  Braces  and  Ring  Bolts,  Welding 
instruction  in  Scarfing  for  the  various  welds.  In  steel,  the 
work  includes  Forging  and  Welding,  Tempering,  Spring  and 
Tool  Making.  Some  work  in  moulding  and  casting  is  also 
done.  Five  hours  a   week.
